° Residents with 
child(ren) or sibling(s) who 
may be unvaccinated may 
visit without physical dis- 
tance, if both are wearing 
face coverings, as able. 

¢ Visits no longer need to 
be scheduled in advance un- 
less scheduling is requested 
by a specific program based 
upon safety considerations. 

¢ Programs may allow 
more than two visitors per 
resident at a time, if all visi- 
tors are of the same house- 
hold. 

¢ Programs cannot re- 
quire visitors to show proof 
of vaccination or prevent 
un-vaccinated visitors from 
visiting. However, if visitors 
are not yet vaccinated, visits

Educational Campaign 
After Incident At OHS

Quincy Public Schools 
will be launching an aware- 
ness campaign for parents 
and students focused on 
preventing sexual assault 
and promoting healthy re- 
lationships after an incident 
at Quincy High School that 
included “pro-rape speech” 
shared on social media. 

Supt. Kevin Mulvey 
told the School Committee 
on March 24 that school 
officials were informed 
about the incident the prior 
week and immediately be- 
gan to investigate the mat- 
ter. In a March 21 letter to 
the Quincy Public Schools 
community, he said he had 
been notified on March 19 
about “Quincy High School 
student misconduct, specifi- 
cally sexual harassment and 
hate speech.” 

“This misconduct, which 
included pro-rape speech on 
social media, was extremely 
disturbing to the targeted 
student and the entire school 
community,” Mulvey wrote 
in his letter. “This is offen- 
sive and dangerous behavior 
that will not be tolerated by 
the Quincy Public Schools 
and the students involved in 
this misconduct will be held 
accountable and appropri- 


ately disciplined.” 

Mulvey told the School 
Committee that the students 
in question were removed 
from the school on March 
19 after officials were noti- 
fied about the incident and 
the investigation began im- 
mediately. 

“Essentially we worked 
all weekend to investigate 
how this occurred and then 
immediately took action,” 
the superintendent said. 

Mulvey said he was un- 
able to share additional in- 
formation on the incident or 
the discipline handed down 
to the students. 

“Obviously, have to bal- 
ance the privacy rights of 
students — both the target 
and the perpetrators,” he 
said. 

What happens on social 
media can be difficult for 
school officials to moni- 
tor, Mulvey said. He added 
that the incident in question 
was SO serious it led to the 
start of the educational cam- 
paign. 

“The activity on social 
media can be insidious and 
it is always a challenge to 
stay ahead of and catch up 
to interactions that students 
and others are having on the 
internet. It’s a daily battle 


Application For 16-Story 
Building Withdrawn

The developer seeking 
permission to construct a 
16-story building in North 
Quincy has withdrawn their 
request to do so. 

Tremont Quincy 1 LLC 
was scheduled to go before 
the Zoning Board of Ap- 
peals on March 23 to seek 
permission to construct the 
building. The applicant, 
however, withdraw their re- 
quest in a letter to the board 
ahead of the meeting. 

The board granted the 
withdrawal without preju- 


dice, meaning the developer 
can resubmit plans at any 
time. 

The developer had pro- 
posed constructing _ the 
building at 71 and 61-69 
Hancock St. It would have 
featured 13 stories of hous- 
ing units above three floors 
of parking spaces. 

The two parcels contain 
0.82 acres of land, accord- 
ing to the city’s online prop- 
erty records. They are in a 
Business C zoning district, 
where buildings up to six 
stories tall are allowed by- 
right.

¢ On April 12, 1861, the bloodiest four years in 
American history begin when Confederate shore 
batteries under Gen. P.G.T. Beauregard open fire on 
Union-held Fort Sumter in South Carolina’s Charles- 
ton Bay.

Want Or Need To Retire Early? 
Tips On How To Pay For It

Delaying retirement has become common for many 
Americans, either because they saved too little or they just 
want to continue working because they enjoy it. 

Others go in the opposite direction. They retire early — 
sometimes out of choice but often because their health or 
the economy forces it. 

While early retirement might sound appealing, it can be 
a struggle for those who don’t have sufficient income to pay 
their bills. That is why if you are weighing the pros and cons 
of early retirement, you need to get a good handle on your 
potential sources of income. 

You may find you lack what you need — an especially un- 
nerving conclusion if early retirement isn’t really a choice. 

But don’t despair just yet. It’s also possible you have 
more income options than you realize. Those can be broken 
down into the categories of bridge income, fixed income, 
guaranteed income, and speculative income. 

Let’s take a look at each to see whether they fit into your 
situation — and possibly your early retirement plans. 

¢ Bridge income. To support yourself in early retirement, 
you may need to tap into your assets sooner than planned 
— essentially bridging the gap until your other expected re- 
tirement income sources kick in. Fortunately there are ways 
to do that without incurring penalties for early withdrawal. 
For example, if you retire before you’re eligible for Social 
Security and Medicare, you can withdraw money from your 
traditional IRA before age 59% without paying the 10 per- 
cent penalty. That’s because of something called the 72(t) 
provision. Similarly, the Rule of 55 allows you to withdraw 
money from your 401(k) or 403(b) without penalty if you 
are between ages 55 and 59% and have been fired, laid off, 
or quit your job. (This applies only to the retirement plan 
sponsored by your most recent employer, not an older plan 
from a previous employer. Also, while you avoid penalties 
with these strategies, you still have to pay taxes on those 
withdrawals.) 

¢ Fixed income. One example of fixed income is real 
estate rentals. Certainly, there are downsides to being a 
landlord, but those who manage it right and carefully screen 
tenants may find this can provide a reliable income. Owning 
rental properties can come with tax advantages. Beyond that, 
the property’s value typically appreciates in a strong market, 
making it a potential long-term investment. If need be, you 
can sell it later in life to pay for such expenses as health or 
long-term care costs. If you don’t like the idea of handling 
upkeep and dealing with tenants yourself, you could hire a 
property management company, but that of course adds to 
your expenses. Another situation to be aware of is that dur- 
ing COVID-19 some states put a temporary ban on evictions 
for tenants who meet certain criteria, which could make it 
hard to collect on rent in those situations. 

¢ Guaranteed income. It’s important in retirement to 
have some income that arrives each month, regardless of 
what’s happening in the market. The most common source 
of guaranteed retirement income is Social Security. For 


those considering early retirement, it’s worth knowing you 
can begin drawing Social Security as early as age 62. But 
there’s a caveat. If you claim the benefit before you reach 
full retirement age (between 66 to 67 for most people), your 
monthly benefit is reduced and that reduction is for life. 

Another source of retirement income some people still 
have is a pension. If you have one, determine whether it pro- 
vides a reduced benefit (or any benefit at all) to your spouse 
after you die. If not, you may want to weigh whether to take 
a lump-sum payment rather than your regular payout, if that 
choice is offered. 

Finally, an annuity — either fixed or indexed — can pro- 
vide you with a monthly check as well. Some annuities do 
come with fees and various rules and limitations, and you 
also want to research the claims-paying ability of the in- 
surance carriers being considered. So study them carefully 
before making a decision. ‘A properly licensed financial pro- 
fessional can help you figure out what’s best for you and 
your circumstances as you make that decision. 

¢ Speculative income. One of the risks of retiring early is 
that you are even likelier than the average person to outlive 
your savings. That means you may want to keep at least a 
portion of your money in the market so it can grow. Yes, that 
does mean you could experience market volatility, but it’s 
worth remembering that historically, after significant mar- 
ket drops, the market has strong recoveries. Still, you and 
your financial professional should take steps to minimize 
your risk exposure. 

Finally, it’s worth noting that with retirement comes ex- 
tra time, and how you use that time could make a differ- 
ence in your financial situation. Maybe you could take on a 
part-time job to pull in extra cash. Perhaps a favorite hobby 
could turn into a money-making venture. 

Or possibly you just need to be cautious about becom- 
ing bored and filling that extra time with too many vacation 
trips or shopping sprees, spending money you really can’t 
afford to spend. . PE Acie tent eee 

Even with careful planning, early retirement can still be 
difficult for some people. If that’s the case with you, you 
may need to adjust your lifestyle accordingly. 

Regardless, though, it’s important in retirement — early or 
otherwise — to have an assortment of income sources. Many 
times the best retirement plans combine three of the afore- 
mentioned strategies if not all four. With the right amount of 
diversity in your portfolio, you may be able to live well in 
early retirement now, while still growing a nest egg that will 
see you through your later years.

Many people planning for retirement anticipate those 
post-working years eagerly, ready to veg out after a life of 
toil. Others plan with greater anxiety, unsure whether they 
even have an identity without their jobs. 

But it may be that retirement these days is far different 
from what either point of view envisions. 

“We all have made decisions based on the information 
we had at the time, but later realized we would have planned 
differently if we knew then what we know now,” says Patti 
Hart, co-author with her husband, Milledge, of “The Reso- 
lutionist: Welcome to the Anti-Retirement Movement.” 

“That’s definitely true when it comes to planning for re- 
tirement.” 

The Harts don’t even think of themselves as retirees, but 
as “resolutionists,” constantly challenging themselves to 
improve. 

“I’m busier now than I’ve ever been,” Milledge Hart 
says. “I’m using this time to be a better me than I could 
when my days were structured and my time was spoken 
for.” 

With that said, the Harts share five things future retirees 
may wish they had known sooner: 

* Retirement isn’t what it used to be. Most people’s 
vision of retirement is built on what the people around them 
did, but that vision is outdated. “Many of us watched our

parents or grandparents settle into.a quiet, nondescript life,” 
Milledge Hart says. “We’ve seen the stereotypical portrayal 
of aging and irrelevant ‘retirees’ on TV shows and in the 
movies.” But many retirees today are much more vibrant 
than those stereotypes and have no intention of sitting qui- 
etly on a front porch while the world passes them by. 

* People have more time in this phase of life than pre- 
vious generations. Anyone who expects retirement to be a 
few short years tacked on to the end of their working life 
could be in for an awakening. In actuality, this period could 
last 20 to 30 years or more. The average 65-year-old man 
can expect to live another 18 years and the average 65-year- 
old woman nearly 21 more years, according to the Social 
Security Administration. And those, remember, are aver- 
ages. “Some people could spend more years in their postca- 
reer life than they did building their career,” Patti Hart says. 
“Knowing and understanding what that méans will help you 
plan better.” 

* It’s important to constantly prepare for the next 
phase. The Harts acknowledge they should have been plan- 
ning earlier than they did. Instead, time slipped by. “The ho- 
rizon is closer than it looks,” Milledge Hart says. So, when 
should you get serious about planning for those post-career 
years? “Right now would be a good time,” he says. “But 
Cont'd On Page | 0 .

This Easter Bread has been a family fa- 
vorite and passed down through the years to 
generation after generation.

3 eggs (use 3 additional if you add 
hard-boiled eggs to the top) 

Y% teaspoon salt 

2 cups of flour : 

2 teaspoons baking powder 

% cup milk 

3 tablespoons of anise flavoring 


In a large bowl, cream together the sugar 
and salt. 

Add the eggs one at a time and beat well. 

Add anise flavor and alternate the flour 
with the milk. 

Grease and flour a round black pan 
similar to a pizza pan. When this dough is 


made, form a ring and place on the prepared 
pan. You can make two rings out of this 
dough, so you will need two pans. 

Bake in a 350-degree oven for 35 to 40 
minutes until lightly tan on top. 

Ice this bread when still warm. 

Add sprinkles to the top if desired. 


P.S. This recipe can also be made adding 
eggs to the top of the dough before baking. 

Hard boil 3 eggs (you can color them 
too) and let cool. 

Add the eggs to the top of the bread 
pressing them into the dough gently. 

Top the eggs with a little extra dough on 
the top of the egg before baking — as pic- 
tured above.

2 cups confectionary sugar 
% cup whole milk 


Mix confectionery sugar and milk until 
well blended; pour over top of Easter Bread. 


Roast Stuffed Lamb (For Easter Dinner)

If you don’t want to 
make a pocket in the lamb, just put the stuff- 
ing in a greased casserole dish and bake it in 
a 350 degree oven for 25 minutes, covered.

2 stalks celery, cut up 

1 small onion, cut up 

2 cups favorite stuffing mix 

1 cup seasoned bread crumbs 
2 tablespoons Bell’s seasoning 
1 egg 


2 tablespoons oil 

¥% cup grated Romano cheese 

% cup white wine (optional) 

¥% pound ground pork (you can also 
use lamb or beef) 


In hot oil, sauté the celery and onion. 

Add the ground meat (lamb, pork or beef 
whichever you are using). Cook and stir un- 
til well blended. 

Add the stuffing mix that you have 
soaked in water. Stir for a couple of minutes 
and then add the seasoned bread crumbs, 
Bell’s seasoning, egg and cheese and mix 
well. 

If the mixture looks thin, add more sea- 
soned bread crumbs. If the mixture looks 
thick, add a little water. 

Remove from heat and refrigerate until 
it is time to use.

% cup melted butter 

1 tablespoon lemon juice 
1 teaspoon vanilla 


Grease springform pan with oil. 

Cream the Ricotta and cream cheese to- 
gether. Add the sugar slowly and beat well. 
Add the cornstarch, flour, and the eggs. 
Mix until well blended. 

Cool the melted butter and add to the 
mixture. Add the lemon juice and the va- 
nilla. Then at the last minute, add the sour 
cream and mix well. 

Bake in a 325- degree oven for 1 hour. 
Shut off the oven and leave the cheesecake 
in the oven for 2 more hours. Do not open 
the oven door.

Rep. Chan Receives AKC 
Legislator Of The Year Award 


The American Kennel 
Club (AKC) recently pre- 
sented state Rep. Tackey 
Chan (D-Quincy) with the 
AKC Legislator of the Year 
award in recognition of his 
advocacy for ensuring con- 
sumer protections when 
purchasing a pet in the state. 

The award was presented 
by Gale Golden, president 
of the Framingham District 
Kennel Club (FDKC). 

The AKC recognized 
Rep. Chan for his leadet- 
ship on providing important 
consumer protections for 
pet purchases. Having ac- 
cess to high quality animals 
through reputable and re- 
sponsible channels is vital to 
continuing the public’s abil- 
ity to access pet companion- 
ship in a safe way. 

As House Chairman of 
the Joint Committee on Con- 
sumer Protection and Pro- 
fessional Licensure, Rep. 
Chan oversaw a contentious 
public hearing where animal 
rights activists promoted a 
ban on retail sales of pets in 
the Commonwealth which 
would have restricted the 
public’s retail access to pets 
only from animal shelters 
and rescue organizations. 

“{ share AKC’s com- 
mitment to ensuring that 
all owners know their furry 
companion’s origin and 
medical history from any

organization that sells or 
donates dogs. Our consumer 
focus shall remain on both 
the welfare of the dogs and 
the owners who love them,” 
Chan said. 

While rescuing an ani- 
mal is laudable, it can come 
with risks. These animals 
often come with unidenti- 
fied health and behavioral 
histories that may require 
long-term and expensive so- 
lutions. The initial proposal 
would have severely limited 
public choice to animals 
only from shelter.and rescue 
organizations, which are not 
the right fit for everyone. 

Recognizing that allow- 
ing only a single source for 
pets could be problematic 
for consumers, Chairman 
Chan’s committee released 
a re-drafted bill, “An Act 
reforming the sale of cats, 


dogs, and rabbits in the 
Commonwealth,’ which 
established consumer pro- 
tections for pet purchasers 
from multiple sources irre- 
spective of where the public 
obtained the pet. 

Stacey Ober, AKC Gov- 
ernment Relations in New 
England, said, “Chairman 
Chan is one of the most 
intelligent and affable law- 
makers I’ve had the plea- 
sure to work with. He im- 
mediately understood that 
banning the sale of pets 
from known, regulated and 
inspected sources is coun- 
terintuitive.” 

She added: “The con- 
sumer protections included 
in the committee’s re-draft- 
ed bill will dramatically im- 
prove every Massachusetts 
resident’s access and se- 
cures their ability to choose 
a pet with the predictable 
type, mandated care, and 
substantiated health back- 
grounds that come with 
purebred pets from regulat- 
ed sources.” 

Upon _ receiving _the 
award, Chan remarked, “It 
is an honor to be recognized 
by such a prestigious orga- 
nization dedicated to the 
welfare of dogs, and I ap- 
plaud their Continued efforts 
to raise the ‘level of aware- 
ness of proper and proven 
dog care.”

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Social Security Matters 


Will Inheritance 
Money Affect 
My Social Security?

Dear Rusty: I will turn 66 this year and am consider- 
ing claiming my Social Security. I have already applied for 
Medicare. My parents passed on several years ago, and the 
estate will probably settle this year. I would like to know 
if my inheritance money will have any effect on my social 
security benefits. If so, how? Signed: Wondering Heir 

Dear Wondering: No, your inheritance money from 
your parents’ estate will not affect your gross Social Secu- 
rity benefit in any way. Your monthly SS benefit is based 
solely on your lifetime earnings record from working, and 
income from other sources is not counted when computing 
your Social Security benefit amount. But if you claim your 
benefits and have your Medicare Part B premium deducted 
from your Social Security payment, it’s possible your inher- 
itance could affect your Medicare Part B premium amount, 
thus lowering your net Social Security payment. 

Most Medicare beneficiaries pay a standard premium 
of $148.50 per month (2021 amount) for Part B, which 
is coverage for doctors and other outpatient services. But 
there is also a special provision known as “IRMAA” (In- 
come Related Medicare Adjustment Amount) which adds 
a supplemental amount to the standard Part B premium if 
your “provisional income” from all sources exceeds certain 
levels. Your “provisional income” would include income 
from all sources, including any money you receive from an 
inheritance, any tax-advantage investment withdrawals, tax 
free interest, and half of the Social Security benefits you re- 
ceived during the tax year. The name for this is your “Modi- 
fied Adjusted Gross Income” (MAGI), and the clip levels 
which, cause IRMAA to affect your Medicare premium are 
different. depending on your IRS filing status.. 

If you file your income.tax as “married/jointly” and your 
MAGI is over $176,000, then IRMAA will apply and you’ll 
pay a higher Medicare premium thus reducing your net So- 
cial Security payment (if you file as a single, the clip level 
is $88,000). IRMAA can cause your Part B premium to go 
to anywhere from $208 to $505 per month, depending upon 
how high your MAGI is. Note that your Medicare premium 
for the current year is determined by your MAGI from 2 
years prior, so if that inheritance money is reported on your 
2021 income tax return, it would be your 2023 Medicare 
premium amount that would be affected. And the higher 
Medicare premium would self-adjust back to a lower level 
if MAGI for subsequent years are below the IRMAA level. 

The other way your inheritance might affect you is 
through income taxes on your Social Security benefits. 
If your MAGI exceeds $32,000 filing as married/jointly 
($25,000 if single), then 50% of your Social Security ben- 
efits will become part of your taxable income. Or if your 
MAGI is more than $44,000 filing as married/jointly 
($34,000 if single), then up to 85% of your Social Security 
benefits for the tax year will become part of your taxable 
income at your standard IRS tax rate. 

The bottom line is this: Your gross monthly Social Secu- 
rity benefit amount will not be affected by your inheritance, 
but if your inheritance increases your Medicare Part B pre- 
mium your net SS benefit will be temporarily lower. And 
the inheritance may also influence how much of your Social 
Security benefits are subjected to income tax.

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AAA: Massachusetts Is Heading 
The Wrong Way With ‘Wrong-Way’ Driving 
AAA, NTSB Warn Of Climbing Rate Of Fatal Wrong-Way Crashes 


Fatal wrong-way driving 
crashes on our nation’s high- 
ways are a persistent and 
devastating threat, and it’s a 
problem that’s only getting 
worse. In Massachusetts, 
the rate of fatal wrong-way 
crashes on divided high- 
ways has increased by more 
than double the national rate 
between 2015 and 2018, ac- 
cording to the latest AAA 
research. 

According to the |lat- 
est data analysis from the 
AAA Foundation for Traf- 
fic Safety, there were 2,008 
deaths from wrong-way 
driving crashes on divided 
highways between 2015 
and 2018, an average of ap- 
proximately 500 deaths a 
year. That’s a 34% increasé 
from the 375 deaths annu- 
ally from 2010 to 2014. In 
Massachusetts, the number 
of deaths increased from 19 
to 27 over the same period — 
an increase of 77.6 percent 
in the annual average. 

And the deaths aren’t just 
occurring on divided high- 
ways—all types of roads 
are impacted. According to 
the MassDOT Crash Data 
Portal, 150 people have 
died and more than 4,500 
were injured in wrong-way 

crashes since 2010, includ- 
ing wrong-way drivers, their 
passengers and _ victims. 
There were have been over 
8,200 wrong-way crashes 
in Massachusetts during the 
same period with the cities 
of Worcester, Springfield, 
Boston, New Bedford, Low- 
ell and Fall River suffering 
the most crashes—in that 
order. (See chart above). 

“Wrong-way crashes on 
divided highways are often 
fatal as they are typically 
head-on collisions,” said 
Mary Maguire, director of 
Public and government Af- 
fairs for AAA Northeast. 
“And unfortunately, as the 
numbers show, fatalities 
from these crashes are on 
the rise.” 

AAA works with the 
National Transportation 
Safety Board (NTSB) and 
other traffic safety orga- 
nizations to educate driv- 
ers on the deadly impact of 
wrong-way driving. In light 
of these latest research find- 
ings, AAA and the NTSB 
are urging state transporta- 
tion agencies to adopt driv- 
er-based countermeasures 
that address these factors, 
such as alcohol ignition in- 
terlocks, strengthened deter- 
rence strategies like sobriety 
checkpoints, driver refresh- 
er courses for older adults 
and the installation of more- 


visible signs and signals. 
Researchers found that 
the odds of being a wrong- 
way driver increased with 
alcohol-impairment, older 
age, and driving without a 
passenger. 
Alcohol-impairment, older 
age, and driving without a 
passenger increase risks of 
wrong-way crashes 
Researchers examined 
eight factors related to these 
types of crashes, and three 
stood out — alcohol-impair- 
ment, older age, and driving 
without a passenger. Six in 
ten wrong-way crashes in- 
volved an alcohol-impaired 
driver. Those with blood 
alcohol concentrations over

likely to be wrong-way 
drivers than non-alcohol- 
impaired drivers. 

“Alcohol impairment is, 
by far, the single most sig- 
nificant factor in the major- 
ity of wrong-way driving 
crashes, which unfortunate- 
ly has not changed since the 
NTSB issued its Wrong- 
Way Driving special inves- 
tigation report in 2012,” 
said NTSB Director of the 
Office of Highway Safety, 
Dr. Rob Molloy. “The im- 
portant work done by AAA 
shows that we need to re- 
double our efforts to address 
this safety hazard. We know 
that interventions like igni- 
tion interlock devices for all 
offenders and high-visibility 
enforcement operations will 
reduce these types of devas- 
tating crashes.” 

An alcohol ignition in- 
terlock device prevents a 
vehicle from starting until 
the driver provides a breath 
sample that registers below 
a pre-set low limit, usually 
around a BAC of .02. It is 
the best countermeasure we 
have to separate drinking 
from driving.

drivers over age 70 are more 
at risk of wrong-way driving 
than their younger counter- 
parts. Previous Foundation 
research from the AAA Lon- 
gitudinal Résearch on Aging 
Drivers (LongROAD) proj- 
ect found that older drivers 
aged 75-79 spent less time 
on the road and drove fewer 
miles per trip than younger 
age groups. And yet, this 
same age group is over- 
represented in wrong-way 
crashes. 
A passenger’s presence 

may offer some protection 

against being a wrong-way 

driver, as nearly 87% of 
wrong-way drivers were 
alone. Passengers may alert 
drivers that they are enter- 
ing a one-way road, pre- 
venting them from entering 
the highway in the wrong 
direction, or alerting them 
to their error, helping the 
driver take corrective action 

before a crash occurs.

tional standards and at prop- 
er locations. AAA applauds 
Massachusetts’ efforts to 
deploy electronic wrong- 
way driver warning systems 
on onramps, offramps and 
on divided highways where 
wrong-way crashes have oc- 
curred. 

Because older drivers are 
Over-represented in wrong- 
way collisions, AAA and 
the NTSB also urge states 
to change their laws to help 
identify medically at-risk 
drivers, both physically and 
cognitively, to keep every- 
one safely driving as long as 
possible. 

AAA and the NTSB re- 
mind drivers to use common 

sense before getting behind 
the wheel. 

¢ If you are driving, 

don’t drink. If you are 
drinking, don’t drive. If 
you consume marijuana 
or alcohol or use poten- 
tially impairing prescrip- 
tion medications, then don’t 
drive. And if you’re going 
to drive, then don’t consume 
these substances. 

¢ Stay alert. Stop driving 
if you become sleepy be- 
cause you could fall asleep 
at any time. Fatigue impacts 
reaction time and judg- 
ment, causing people who 
are very tired to behave in 
similar ways to those who 
are drunk.

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On Monday, March 22, Officer Rolfsen was working 
the day shift and assigned to the Quincy Point sector of 
the city.

At approximately | p.m., he was traveling northbound 
on Washington Street when he observed a gray Toyota 
Corolla traveling southbound passing his low-profile po- 
lice cruiser.

(exiting the vehicle and going directly to the trunk). Of- 
ficer Rolfsen felt a large sum of cash in the pocket of the 
driver’s pants, which totaled approximately $2,600. 

Officer Rolfsen then asked the passenger to exit the 
vehicle. While conducting an inventory of the vehicle, 
per department policy, he observed a black digital scale 
(with a white powdery substance and green vegetable 
matter on it), cash, marijuana edibles, and a glass jar of a 
green vegetable matter (GVM). Through his training and 
experience, he believed the GVM to be marijuana. 

Officer Rolfsen then observed a small bag on the rear 
seat behind the driver’s side. The bag contained a large 
sum of cash and four (4) plastic bags of a white pow- 
dery substance, which he believed to be cocaine. He ap- 
proached both parties and placed them into handcuffs. 
Both individuals were advised of their Miranda Rights, 
which they stated they understood. 

The operator stated that bag belonged to his girlfriend. 
It should be noted within the bag contained the opera- 
tor’s driver’s license, which he had told Officer Rolfsen 
he did not have on him at the time of the initial stop. The 
bag also contained a lift ticket with the operator’s name 
written on it. 

Officer Rolfsen then continued his inventory. He ob- 
served a backpack with a large amount of GVM (believed 
to be marijuana), two boxes of Glad sandwich boxes, and 
several ripped corner bags. He also located a large black 


bag containing a digital scale with a white powdery sub- 
stance on it. 

A detective assigned to the Drug Control Unit, weighed 
the 4 plastic bags of white powdery substance believed to 
be cocaine. The total weight with packaging was 37.55 
grams. Using the same scale, the detective weighed the 
2 plastic bags of GVM (believed to be marijuana). The 
total weight with packaging was 285.75 grams. The de- 
tective then field tested the white powder. It tested posi- 
tive for the presumptive presence of cocaine. All drug 
evidence was packaged and will be sent to the MA State 
Police Crime Lab for further analysis. Officer Rolfsen 
seized approximately $5,000 in currency. 

Based on the totality of the circumstances, Officer 
Rolfsen had probable cause to believe that the operator 
and passenger possessed the cocaine and marijuana with 
the intent to distribute it to others, as the drugs were pack- 
aged in a manner intended for distribution. Additionally, 
the amount of drugs seized clearly exceeded the amount 
consistent with personal use. Officer Rolfsen also be- 
lieved that the money seized was proceeds from illegal 
drug transactions. The vehicle was towed. 

The operator, a 23-year-old from Boston, was trans- 
ported to the Quincy Police Station where he was booked 
and charged with trafficking in cocaine over 18 grams, 
possession with intent to disiribute Class D (marijuana), 
conspiracy to violate drug law, unregistered MV, and no 
inspection sticker. 

The passenger, a 22-year-old from Boston, was trans- 
ported to the Quincy Police Station where he was booked 
and charged with conspiracy to violate drug law, posses- 
sion with intent to distribute Class D (marijuana), traf- 
ficking in cocaine over 18 grams, and failure to wear a 
seatbelt.

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Quincy Officials Vow Support For Asian-American Residents

The forum was held one 
week after a white gunman 
shot and killed eight people 
at Atlanta-area spas, includ- 
ing six women of Asian de- 
scent. 

“We began planning this 
forum weeks before the un- 
imaginable events and vio- 
lence in Atlanta,” Morrissey 
said. “That news only serves 
to reinforce how important 
it is to be having face-to- 
face discussions like this.” 

Chong said that Asian 
Americans are often taught 
not to speak out for fear of 
being labeled a troublemak- 
er. 

“As an Asian-American 
and immigrant myself, I 
also know in our culture we 
are taught silence is golden 
and not to be a troublemaker 
by speaking out and voicing 
our opinions or feelings,” he 
said. 

Prior to the pandemic, 
Chong said he would fre- 
quently get emails com- 
plaining about an “Asian in- 
vasion” and accusing Asian 
immigrants of bringing dis- 
eases to the United States, 
stealing jobs and ruining the 
country. 

“It got worse since the 
start of the pandemic,” 
Chong ‘said. “The horrific 
violence’ in ‘Atlanta last 
week confirms many of the 
fears that have been grow- 
ing in the Asian community. 
We know there is anti-Asian 
racism in this country. We 


all here have faced racial ha- 
rassment, bullying, and we 
know this is un-American 
and this is not why we came 
to this country.” 

During her remarks, 
Lee recounted a number of 
hate crimes that have been 
directed at the AAPI com- 
munity in recent months 
across the country. In San 
Francisco, an 84-year-old 
immigrant from Thailand 
was killed after he was tack- 
led to the ground. In New 
York, a 61-year-old Filipino 
man was slashed across the 
face from ear to ear with a 
boxcutter while riding the 
subway. In Seattle, a Japa- 
nese high school teacher and 
her white boyfriend were at- 
tacked by a man wielding a 
rock inside a sock, causing 
extensive fractures to her 
face and teeth. 

Lee said Asian Ameri- 
cans first came to the United 
States in the 1800s, when 
Chinese immigrants worked 
alongside Irish immigrants 
to build the transcontinental 
railroad. Despite that, Lee 
said Asian Americans are 
still seen as perpetual for- 
eigners. 

“We’ve had Asians in 
the United States since the 


1800s and yet the steréo-~ 


it is the perpetual foreigner,” 
she said. “We have immi- 
grants from all walks of life, 
but Asians are continually, 
continually demonized and 
kind of ostracized as being 


foreigners.” 

Lee said the “complete 
absence of any Asian-Amer- 
ican history within our edu- 
cational system” is partially 
to blame for Asian Ameri- 
cans being seen as perpetual 
foreigners. 

“When we talk about cel- 
ebration of diversity, we are 
happy and we gloriously cel- 
ebrate and embrace Lunar 
New Year, but nobody even 
knows about the Chinese 
Exclusionary Act. Nobody 
understands U.S. versus Ko- 
rematsu,” she said, referring 
to the Supreme Court case 
that upheld the internment 
of Japanese Americans dur- 
ing World War II. 

Lee added that the history 
classes her children are tak- 
ing are much more in-depth 
than those she took grow- 
ing up but are still lacking 
lessons on Asian-American 
history. 

“Even with the rich cur- 
riculum they have now, it 
still is drastically anemic 
when it comes to Asian- 
American history,” she said. 
“In order to actually include 
people in the dialogue, you 
have to actually attach to 
them the value and the con- 
tributions and the context of 
our collective history. - 

“It’s not just Asian- 
American history — this is 
our history.” 

Chan, a Quincy Demo- 
crat, said he knew no other 
people of color when he was 
growing up in the city, aside 


from his own family. 

“It’s pretty tough when 
you are isolated and you 
are alone and you don’t fit 
in and you are desperately 
trying to figure out how 
to do that while there is an 
expectation from your fam- 
ily to behave like a good 
Chinese family does,” he 
said. “I was never part of a 
larger Chinese community 
and it resulted in actually a 
fair degree of ‘I have to get 
through this myself.’” 

Chan said his family 
would call the police when 
he was growing up and no- 
body would respond. 

“When I was a child, 
we called 9-1-1 and no one 
ever came. The chief is 
probably shocked to hear 
that, but that was the norm. 
Your house was vandalized, 
no one came to help you,” 
Chan said. “If no one is here 
to help you...it is hard to go 
back and ask for help again, 
because why would you.” 

To this day, Chan said he 
still is made to feel like an 
outsider. 

“The continuous remind- 
er that you are not from 
around here is something 
that happens over and over 
again,” Chan said, such as 
questions about where he 
was born or compliments on 


how well he speaks English. 


Lee recounted similar ex- 
periences from her own time 
as a prosecutor inside court- 
houses. In one instance, a 
judge asked if she was re-

papers out of her arms and 
then shouted racial slurs at 
her. 

Keenan, Quincy’s police 
chief, said his department 
was there to support the 
city’s Asian-American resi- 
dents, a point several of his 
colleagues in law enforce- 
ment also made. 

“We welcome our Asian 
residents, our Asian citi- 
zens. They are tremendous 
community partners, they 
are tremendous neighbors, 
and we support you 100 
percent,” Keenan said. “I 
would just like you to know 
on behalf of the Quincy 
Police Department that, as 
some of my colleagues have 
said, we are there for you.” 

“I can assure you that 
any time you need the police 
officers, Quincy police will 
be there for you,” he added. 
“You can feel comfortable 
coming to speak with us, to 
meet with us, to report any 
crime or anything that hap- 
pens. We are there to listen. 
We are there to work with 
you. We will charge any 
kind of crime or criminal 
activity to the fullest extent 
of the law.” 

Keenan said his depart- 
ment takes hate crimes seri- 
ously. 

“Thankfully we don’t 
have a lot of hate crimes in 
Quincy, especially with our 
Asian residents, but when 
we do, we take it very, very 


seriously,” he said. 

The department has had 
to limit community outreach 
because of the pandemic, 
Keenan said, but that will 
change once it is over. 

“We will do an awful lot 
more outreach to our resi- 
dents and our citizens in the 
form of community meet- 
ings,” he stated. 

The department has a 
number of Asian-American 
officers on staff in a variety 
of roles, including patrol, 
community police, detec- 
tives and a K-9 officer, 
Keenan said in response to 
a resident who asked if the 
department has an Asian li- 
aison. The department also 
has a lieutenant assigned as 
a civil rights officer within 
the detective bureau. 

Keenan said the depart- 
ment would like to increase 
the number of Asian Ameri- 
cans it has on staff but is 
limited by the state’s Civil 
Service system. The depart- 
ment plans to make a con- 
certed effort to encourage 
more people to take the next 
Civil Service exam, he said. 

“T think this time around 
we are going to do an aw- 
ful lot more as far as Face- 
book, encouraging people 
— not just of Asian descent, 
but other people — to try to 

and take the exam,” Keenan 
said. “We are going to do 
a little more outreach with 
social media and try and re- 
cruit...a little more than we 
have done in the past.”

dents about the importance 
of healthy relationships, 
respectful communication, 
and appropriate responses.” 

Erin Perkins, the dis- 
trict’s assistant superin- 
tendent, said the campaign 
would entail programs for 
students and parents. 

“One thing we felt re- 
ally strongly about is that... 
we needed to help our par- 
ents and families figure out 
how to talk about this stuff 
with their children,” she told 
the school board. “Some of 
these topics are very sensi- 
tive. It’s not always easy 
to talk to your high school 
child about sexual assault or 
harassment.” 

To that end, Perkins said 
the district would host a pair 
of parent academies — one 
for each high school — in 
April to discuss healthy re- 
lationships. 

“The discussion will fo- 
cus around the importance 
of engaging both male and 
female students,” she said. 
“Both male and female stu- 
dents, we feel really strong- 
ly, need to champion these 
issues. It can’t just be on the 
female side.” 

During the parent acad- 
emies, Perkins said parents 


will learn how to help their 
children make smart choices 
and avoid risky situations. 
Parents will also learn ways 
to keep their children safe 
online, including social me- 
dia, 

The schools also want to 
hear from students — male 
and female — impacted by 
similar situations and get 
their input. 

“We really felt that it was 
important to give students 
who have had experiences 
like these in our schools 
a voice in what we do go- 
ing forward,” Perkins said. 
“These group members 
would help us inform and 
make changes in our school 
and our community in a pos- 
itive way.” 

The district will also 
work with DOVE and 
Walker to train 15 to 25 stu- 
dents — at least half of whom 
would be males — to become 
peer leaders who can pro- 
mote healthy relationships 
to their fellow students. 

“[{Students] may not nec- 
essarily listen to us adults in 
the room, but they do listen 
to their peers,” Perkins said. 

Committee member Em- 
ily Lebo thanked Mulvey 
for notifying parents about 
the incident promptly. 


“I wanted to thank Mae to kind of permeate the en- 


Mulvey for his letter. Not 
only was it excellently 
written, compassionate 
and transparent, but it was 
quick,” she said. 

Lebo said she liked the 
concept of putting together 
the student groups, but said 
the district also needs a way 
to connect with all students. 
She suggested the district 
could do so by expanding 
the health curriculum at the 
high school level. 

“Even though I like the 
idea of the group you are 
going to pick, we are go- 
ing to miss a whole lot of 
kids who need this,” Lebo 
said. “If we don’t do some- 
thing across the board, there 
is going to be a lot of kids 
who need this and are never 
going to sign up to do any 
of those things. That’s my 
worry.” 

Perkins said that is an 
area the district would like 
to focus on. 

“We agree. We think that 
is definitely something we 
need to address,” she said. 

Committee Doug Gutro 
shared a similar sentiment 
about making sure the ef- 
forts reach all students. 


“I love the peer support, 
the mentors...but we need 


tire population and figure 
out how to reach them,” he 
said. “My concern is when 
we have these groups, what- 
ever the topic is, it is an all- 
volunteer basis and you get 
the same dozen people in 
every group.” 

Committee member 
Frank Santoro suggested 
holding assemblies as part 
of the awareness campaign. 
In particular, he highlighted 
“The Yellow Dress,” a one- 
woman play that is focused 
on preventing dating vio- 
lence among teens. 

Santoro, a former high 
school and middle school 
principal, said that “nothing 
was more moving than as- 
semblies.” 

Perkins said the idea 
of holding assemblies was 
discussed and the district is 
hopeful they can organize 
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some next school year. Ad- 
ministrators decided against 
holding assemblies during 
the current school year be- 
cause they would have to be 
done virtually, she stated. 
“That is really just not 
something we felt was ap- 
propriate to do virtually be- 
cause it is a really sensitive 
topic and you want to be 
there,” Perkins said. “You 
don’t know what it is going 
to trigger in students and so 
you want to be there to be 
able to support them.” 
Committee member 
Courtney Perdios said it is 
important for the campaign 
to promote positive behav- 


ior rather than just saying 
not what to do. 

“What do healthy rela- 
tionships look like? What 
does consent look like?” 
Perdios said. , 

“Offer not just what not 
to do, but also what to do, 
what to foster and what to 
work on as far as communi- 
cation in a relationship, that 
type of thing. I think that 
would go a long way too for 
those kids who wouldn’t go 
to that place of sexual as- 
sault or hate speech or that 
kind of stuff. It still pro- 
vides value to every student, 
working on healthy behav- 
iors and communication.”

and have an understanding 
of the difficulties that we 
are having, particularly with 
kindergarten and getting 
kindergarten back to full in- 
person.” 

Erin Perkins, the dis- 
trict’s assistant superinten- 
dent, said all kindergart- 
ners — remote and in-person 
learners — are enrolled in 
half-day sessions currently, 
with students attending 
class in the morning or af- 
ternoon four days a week 
through their chosen model. 
Wednesdays, which are half 
days this school year, are 
full remote. 

Because the students are 
attending school for half 
the day, the kindergarten 
program has been focused 
on academic skills in math, 
literacy and writing. Kin- 
dergartners are currently not 
receiving instruction in art, 
music or physical educa- 
tion. 

Between March 12 and 
March 19, the district sur- 
veyed kindergarten parents 
about their preferred learn- 

ing model for the remainder 
of the school year. The dis- 


trict received 507 responses, 
Perkins said, representing 
73 percent of kindergarten 
families; 55 percent of those 
surveyed have kindergarten 
students enrolled in the in- 
person model and 45 per- 
cent are remote learners. 

A majority of parents 
who responded to the sur- 
vey, 54.3. percent, chose 
full-time in-person as their 
desired learning model for 
the remainder of the year. 
Full-time remote was run- 
ner up, with 24 percent, fol- 
lowed by half-day remote at 
14.6 percent and half-day 
in-person at 7.1 percent. 

The parents were also 
asked if they would change 
learning models even if it 
meant a change in teacher 
for their child. Most parents, 
62 percent, said they would 
not change learning mod- 
els if that meant changing 
teachers, while 38 percent 
said they would still make 
the change. 

Changing to either full- 
day remote learning or 
full-day in-person learning 
would result in at least 100 
students changing classes, 
and potentially more, Per-

Rockland police cruiser. 
At one point during the 
standoff, Morrissey said 
Leach began to exit the ve- 
hicle armed with the rifle, at 
which time a member of the 
State Police STOP team, the 
department’s equivalent to a 
SWAT unit, shot and fatally 
wounded him. 

“During the verbal nego- 
tiations, the police observed 
the suspect in control of a 
police patrol rifle. Despite 
the numerous requests to 
surrender, the suspect start- 
ed to come out of the pas- 

senger door armed with the 
patrol rifle,” Morrissey said. 
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“The State Police STOP 
team member discharged 
his weapon and shot the sus- 
pect.” 

State Police medics were 
on scene and began to ren- 
der assistance immediately, 
Morrissey said, along with 
personnel from Brewster 
Ambulance. Leach was 
rushed to Boston Medical 
Center, where he was pro- 
nounced dead at 10:15 a.m. 

Morrissey said his office 
was in the process of inves- 
tigating the fatal shooting 
of the suspect by the state 
trooper.

kins stated. 

She said there are cur- 
rently 18 remote sessions 
for kindergartners with an 
average class size of 15 
students.

son classes would exceed 


and the last thing, I think, 
a police officer wants to do 
is be involved in a police- 
related shooting,” he said. 
“They are faced with an 
armed suspect and they have 
decisions to make and those 
decisions will be reviewed 
over the next few days.”

end of the school year, Per- 
kins said it might not be 
worth making any changes.

elementary schools across 
the city. My vote would be 
to keep it the way it is right 
now, unfortunately,” Per- 
dios said. “I appreciate the 
time it took Superintendent 
Mulvey and Assistant Su- 
perintendent Perkins to put 
this together and I don’t see 
this as a failure. I see this as 
we could do it, it just might 
not be the best thing to do 
for all of our students.” 

Perkins said the district’s 
re-entry task force has made 
recommendations to assist 
kindergartners.

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Rise Up Quincy And World: Turn Your Mourning Into Dancing 


Happy Easter From St. Yves, Haiti

Shalom! Peace every- 
one, Happy Easter! As you 
are reading this article be 
ready for a journey that will 
change your mourning into 
dancing. 

Easter is a time of great 
spring celebrations. Here 
in Quincy, there used to be 
many festivities to mark 
this glorious season. They 
ranged from eggs hunting, 
to Masses at various church- 
es. Visiting Quincy around 
Easter was like being lifted 
up to heaven for a moment. 
Many of the Easter events 
came to an abrupt halt be- 
cause of the pandemic. 

Easter began 2000 years 
ago, when in Jerusalem, 
Jesus Christ, a young Jew- 
ish rabbi, was imprisoned, 
brutally beaten. His head 
was pierced with a crown 
of thorns. Then He was 
nailed to a tree, shaped like 
a cross. His blood shed on 
the cross until He died. This 
happened, just because He 
preached about faith, hope 
and love and healed many. 

Whether you are black, 
white, Hispanic, Chinese, 
Buddhist or Hindu or Jew- 
ish, Muslim or Bahai, athe- 
ist, young or old etc., you 
may ask what does that 
have to do with me? Well, 
three days after His cru- 
cifixion on Good Friday, 
some of Jesus’ disciples 
testified to have seen Him 
alive. Thus the first Easter 
took place. Until now there 
is no great teacher whether 
it is Buddha or Confucius 
or Muhammad whose dis- 
ciples ever said to have seen 
them after their death. Can 
you imagine seeing your 
loved ones like the late Mr. 
John Ward of Quincy walk- 
ing in the street of the city? 
Think about seeing George 
Floyd, walking in the street 
of Minneapolis with the 
mark police officer’s knee 
on his neck; or witnessing 
Kobe Bryant alive at a bas- 
ketball court in LA. 

The first Easter shook 
Jerusalem, Palestine and 
the world. Today, the entire 
Western Gregorian calendar 
is based on the life of one 
man. The years B.C. which 
means before Christ and 
A.D. after Christ. Easter is 
celebrated mostly through- 
out the globe. The cross 
- once a symbol of shame 
and death — is now worn by 
many dignitaries, from Hol- 
lywood stars to people in 
Quincy. The cross is placed 
on top of major buildings. 
This Easter, whoever you 
are, feel free to enter one 
of those buildings called 
churches and experience 
your mourning turned into 
dancing. 

The cross became a sym- 
bol of resilience in Haiti. 
After the terrible earthquake 


that killed 316,000 people, 
including students and 
adults at St. Yves School, 
the crucifix stood still in 
front of the collapsed Ca- 
thedral in Port-au Prince. It 
also stood strong in front of 
my parish of Sacred Heart 
in Port-au Prince; and in 
front of several destroyed 
churches. At the White 
House, the current Ameri- 
can president, Joe Biden, 
was televised making a 
sign of the cross. It was at 
the end of the ceremony in 
memory of 500,000 victims 
of the pandemic in Ameri- 
ea. (Please pause in mem- 
ory of those who perished, 
in America, in Haiti and the 
world). 

The American president, 
Biden, knows well about 
turning mourning into 
dancing. He even included 
it in his inaugural speech: 
“weeping comes for the 
night and in the morning 
comes rejoicing.” ( Psalm 
30:5) If a man who lost his 
wife, his young child tragi- 
cally and a grown up son 
can today lead the United 
States of America, you too 
can rise up and see your 
tears turn into laughter. 

This Easter 2021, great 
things are about to take 
place for you, for your chil- 
dren, for your family, in your 
health , in your business, in 
your finances, in your Ca- 
reer, in your legal status and 
in all the areas of your life. 
America and the world are 
in a spiritual battle. We are 
not wrestling against flesh 
and bones. Therefore us- 
ing carnal weapons to fight 
a spiritual battle is a joke. 
It will not work. It is like 
trying to cut a rock with a 
spoon or a piece of metal 
with a fork. 

In America and in Eu- 
rope, the pandemic killed 
altogether almost a million 
people, mostly elderly. In 
countries like Myanmar, 
Syria, Afghanistan, Iraq, and 
Haiti the main concerns are 
not corona. They are social 
instability, poverty, hunger, 
oppression and war. When 
Pope Francis, the leader of 
one billion plus Christians, 
Catholics, visited Iraq, the 
birthplace of the patriarch 
Abraham, the main concern 
was safety, not corona. 

In Haiti there is practi- 
cally no corona virus. The 
main concerns are human 
rights violation, kidnapping 
and killing of unarmed ci- 
vilians. The population is 
not able to go about its daily 
activities. Today in Haiti 
students can’t freely go to 
school. Some students like 
Gregory Saint Hilaire, Eve- 
lyn Sincere and even a little 
5 years old girl are among 
many killed due to violence. 
There are also policemen 
who have been brutally 


killed by armed gangs. The 
Haitians have been march- 
ing by hundreds of thou- 
sands, asking for the head 
of state whose term ended 
Feb. 7, 2021, to leave office. 
They are also asking the 
great powers to stop sup- 
porting a bad government 
in Haiti. Many are arrested 
and falsely accused to try to 
overthrow the regime. 

How can nations experi- 
ence blessings when they 
are not sensitive to the needs 
of their neighbors? How can 
they escape violence like 
we see jn Atlanta or Boul- 
der? How can they expect 
good things if they are in- 
different to the needs of the 
homeless, the foreigners, 
the fatherless, the widows, 
the elderly, the addicts, the 
mothers facing difficult 
pregnancies or the innocent 
children being killed in the 
womb and those abused out- 
side the womb, etc.? There 
are many organizations 
who provide help in those 
areas. Just one person alone 
can not change the world. 
We can all join or support 
organizations that provide 
help. We are _heartbro- 
ken and pray for all recent 
Chinese victims and _ the 
families and all who suf- 
fer hatred because of color 
or lifestyle. We can’t force 
people such as the LGBTQ 
or addicts to change their 
lifestyle through hatred or 
violence. Hatred stirs up 
dissension yet love covers 
all wrongs ( Proverb 12:10). 

Easter enough is enough; 
this Easter let us repent, give 
thanks, turn to love and 
pray. Let us prophecy, claim 
and receive peace, love and 
joy. Let us turn our minus 
into a plus, our mourning 
into dancing. Let us renew 
our mind and persevere 
like NASA _ whose rover 
Perseverance just landed on 
Mars. 

This Easter, I decree and 
declare that many among 
you will receive good news, 
by text, by email about 
promotion, new jobs, aca- 
demic acceptance. There 
will be good test results, 
good business news, new 
contracts, new houses, new 
cars bought, new babies etc. 
This Easter some will meet 
the man or woman of your 
dreams. You’ll meet destiny 
helpers. Strangers will fa- 
vor you like this police of- 
ficer who was ahead of me 
at a store and paid for my 
purchase — Officer Collins, 
thanks. This Easter I declare 
and decree that strangers, 
like the one who brought me 
a bike for Grace L’Or, will 
help you. From now on you 
won't worry anymore. You 
will sleep well. 

Any tongue speaking 
against you, I say your name 
will become like thunder to

While the responsibility for sexual 
harassment, assault, or dating 
abuse lies with those who cause 
harm, we all play a role in creating 
a culture of respect and preventing 
harassment and violence. 


Some bystanders may witness an actual incident of 
abuse or sexual violence that’s already occurring — 
someone at a party who sees a drunk person being 
taken advantage of, or someone in a hallway hears 
protestations or pleas for another or others to stop.

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Presidents Football Tops Hanover, 20-14

The Quincy High foot- 
ball team battled and re- 
ceived a reward for their 
efforts. 

The Presidents hosted 
the Hanover Hawks on Sat- 
urday and fought hard. They 
finished the game with a 20- 
14 victory. With the win, the 
team improved to 1-1 on the 
season. 

Neither team could get 
much going offensively in 
the first half with each re- 
spective defense making 
some quality stops. 

Hanover got the first 
possession of the game but 
punted after a three-and-out. 
They gave Quincy the ball at 
their own 34-yard line. The 
Presidents drove far down 
the field on a drive that 
lasted for more than seven 
minutes. The team crossed 
over the midfield line on a 
14-yard complete pass from 
Drew Boretti (12-for-19, 
150 yards) to Matt Kelly 
where Hanover got called 
for a 15-yard facemask pen- 
alty. This put the ball at the 
Hanover 37-yard line. 

Quincy then picked up a 
pair of first downs, but Ha- 
nOver squashed their scor- 
ing chances with tough run 
defense. The team had first 
aiid 10 at the 15-yard line, 
bat they gained two yards 
of three run plays and then 
threw an incomplete pass to 
end the drive. 

Hanover regained pos- 
session at their own 13-yard 
line with three minutes left 
in the quarter and while they 
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picked up a couple of first 
downs, Ciro Moura got an 
interception on the first play 
of the second quarter. He 
returned it to the Hanover 
47-yard line, but a penalty 
against Quincy moved it 
back to their own 35-yard 
line. 

The teams then traded 
possessions where they had 
turnovers on downs, with 
Quincy’s coming on a failed 
fake punt attempt around 
midfield. However, Quincy 
and Hanover both struck the 
next time they got the ball. 

Quincy started the pos- 
session at their own 44-yard 
line following a Hanover 
overthrown incompletion on 
fourth-and-one. 

Quincy lost four yards on 
their first play of the drive, 
but an off-tackle run from 
Jarod Walker (13 rushes, 
111 yards) on the second 
play gained them 30 yards 
and put them at the Ha- 
nover 30. Boretti connected 
with Moura on a 16-yard 
pass on third-and-nine to 
pick up the first down, and 
Walker would have a 10- 
yard run on the next set of 
downs to put thefeam close 
to the end zone. Finally, Bo- 
retti punched in a one-yard 
touchdown run and Kelly 
hit their extra point attempt 
with 2:00 left to go up 7-0. 

Hanover countered with 
a quick touchdown drive. 
They returned the ball to 
the 35-yard line and threw 
a pass on the first play of 
the drive that got them to 
the Quincy 29-yard line. 


Hanover then had a 25-yard 
pass on second down, and 
an eight-yard touchdown 
pass with 24 seconds left in 
the half. They hit the extra 
point and the game was 7-7 
at the half. 

Quincy started the sec- 
ond half with the ball and 
took advantage of the oppor- 
tunity. Their drive started at 
their own 18-yard line, and 
they drove 82 yards down 
the field to score. 

Boretti had some con- 
tinued success in the air on 
the drive, including the final 
play of it: a 29-yard touch- 
down pass to Kelly on a 
play-action call. This came 
with 6:05 remaining in the 
quarter and put the team up 
13-7. He also had a 17-yard 
pickup on a read-option run 
that crossed the 
midfield and an 18-yard 
pass to Amarion Robinson 
to keep the drive going. 
Those three plays accounted 
for 64 of the team’s 82 yards 
on the drive. 

Hanover looked like they 
could either tie the game or 
take the lead when they got 
inside the 10-yard line, but 
that didn’t happen. Rather, 
the Presidents defensive line 
put pressure on Hanover’s 
quarterback and the second- 
ary covered their guys. They 
forced four straight incom- 
plete passes, including one 
on fourth down at their own 
seven-yard line. On fourth 
down, linebacker Clayton 
Corley flew past the block- 
ers on the outside, got pres- 
sure on the Hanover quar- 


ball over 


terback, and forced a quick 
incompletion. 

Quincy did not score on 
their next possession, but 
they came close. They had 
no problem moving the ball 
downfield thanks to Walker. 
He picked up a first down on 
a 31-yard rush and a 26-yard 
screen pass.

“We’ve been informed 
we're going to receive about 
40,000 additional doses of 
the one-dose J&J vaccine 
next week, which is great 
news,’ Baker said at last 
Thursday’s press confer- 
ence. 

The governor also an- 
nounced the launch of a 
hotline for homebound 
residents to book an ap- 
pointment to get vaccinated. 
Those residents can call 
844-771-1628; the hotline is 
available Monday through

Marylou Sudders, the 
state’s health and human 
services secretary, said there 
are 25,000 homebound resi- 
dents in the state, some of 
whom are already vaccinat- 
ed. Local boards of health 
will vaccinate homebound 
residents in 168 communi- 
ties while the state is work- 
ing with the non-profit Com- 
monwealth Care Alliance to 
vaccinate homebound _resi- 
dents in the remaining 183 
communities. 

Sudders said homebound 
residents would be receiv- 
ing the Johnson & Johnson 
vaccine, which, in addition 
to requiring only a single

Colleges may return to 
normalcy in a few months 
as the rollout of COVID-19 
vaccines continues.

In- 
stead, let it inspire you to 
grow and learn what you 
need to know to set yourself 


apart from other candidates. 
It’s all about positioning 
yourself by building your 
resume, brand, and your 
network. And being enthusi- 
astic about the process.” 

Thompson suggests the 
following tips for soon-to- 
be graduates as they prepare 
for a fiercely competitive 
job market: 

* Build your brand. The 
job market is so competitive 
that companies are looking 
for far more than candidates 
with a high GPA. “Hiring 
managers often seek well- 
rounded young people who 
can communicate, collabo- 
rate and create,” Thompson 
says.

All of these aspects are part 
of your brand. Also, the new 
litmus test in the job market 
will be, ‘What did you do to 
improve yourself and others 
during COVID? Or did you 
do nothing and feel sorry 
for yourself?’ Employers 
are going to be looking for 
those intangibles.” 

¢ Organize your mar- 
keting playbook. “Utiliz- 
ing a complete marketing 
playbook means leveraging 
your abilities and interests 
on social media platforms,” 
Thompson says. “This is 
where you display your 
public brand. Your profile, 
posts, photos, and videos re- 
flect what you’re about. It’s 
key that your presentation 
and message are consistent 
on each platform that you 
use.”

“The greatest danger to 
our long-term fiscal health 
is becoming over-reliant on 
federal assistance.

“I continue to support 
sports betting legislation 
that creates in-person and 
mobile gaming licenses that 
will bolster existing casi- 
nos and racing facilities. 
Our legislation will also 
correct the unacceptable 
result of the current legal 
landscape, which forbids a 
home-grown business like 
DraftKings from offering its 
product within its own bor- 
ders. DraftKings was creat- 
ed here, they’ ve stayed here, 
and they’ve grown here. It’s 
time Massachusetts allows 
them a future here.” 

Mariano also reflected on 
the pandemic. The last year 


has been defined by tragedy, 


he said, while the coming 
years present an opportunity 
to reimagine and improve 
everyday life. 

“The past year has been 
defined by tragedy, in terms 
of human life lost to this vi- 
rus and by the immeasurable 
loss caused by social isola- 
tion, deferred plans, and de- 
layed progress,” the speaker 
said.

Q: What can you tell me 
about a Red Comet Fire 
Grenade salesman’s kit that 
dates to 1943.

Assume you're East and that part- 
ner leads the queen of clubs against 
South's four-heart contract. You win 
with the ace, and the question is what 
to return at trick two. 

When the deal occurred, East 
returned the five of clubs, South won 
with the king and led a diamond 
toward dummy at trick three. West 


followed low, hoping declarer would 
misguess and play the jack from dum- 
my. But South went up with the king 
and wound up making four hearts, los- 
ing only a spade, a heart and a club. 

East berated his partner for not put- 
ting up the ace when the diamond was 
led. West defended himself by con- 
tending that South might have held two 
diamonds instead of only one, in which 
case rushing up with the ace could have 
handed declarer the contract. 

In fact, East was at least as much at 
fault as West. East could see three 
sure defensive tricks in his hand, and 
so needed to find West with one trick, 
most likely to be the king of spades, the 
ace of hearts or the ace of diamonds. 

East should therefore have shifted 
to a diamond at trick two to head off 
a possible mistake by West. The dia- 
mond return by East could do no harm 
if South had the ace but could do a 
great deal of good if West had the ace. 

The secret of good defensive play 
lies not only in avoiding mistakes 
yourself, but also in attempting to 
minimize the chance of your partner 
making a mistake. Good defense is 
usually a matter of close partnership 
cooperation, and the diamond return 
by East at trick two certainly falls 
under that heading on this deal.

Strategies To 
Reduce Risk Of 
Colon Cancer 


DEAR DR. ROACH: I am 
70 years old. I seem to be get- 
ting more polyps (which are 
removed). In the past five 
years, I have gone from one 
diverticulum to extensive di- 
verticulosis throughout my 
entire colon. I try to have a 
high-fiber diet and use psylli- 
um in my oatmeal daily. What 
more can I do? Eliminate red 
meat entirely and go vegan? 
-- JD. 

ANSWER: Polyps in the co- 
lon confer a higher risk of colon 
cancer, and the more polyps a 
person has, the more frequently 
they should be screened, pref- 
erably with colonoscopy. There 
are some lifestyle changes most 
people can make to reduce the 
risk of polyps and of colon can- 
cer. 

Regular exercise and eating 
plenty of fruits and vegetables 
are clearly shown to reduce co- 
lon cancer risk. Fiber has long 
been thought to be protective, 
but the results of trials have 
been contradictory. 

Among the many other 
possible protections to colon 
cancer, aspirin probably has 
the most benefit, but aspirin 
has other risks as well. People 
at high risk for colon cancer 
should discuss the use of aspi- 
rin with their doctors.

DEAR DR. ROACH: 
My husband and I are both 
72 and of normal weight. I 
have fought high cholesterol 
and triglycerides for many 
years and have taken various 
statins for a long time. My tri- 
glycerides still trend high, but 
my other numbers are now 
normal, 

My husband eats a ton of 
processed meats, all the fat he 
wants and drinks three to five 
beers per day. His lipid panel 
results came back today, and 
his total cholesterol is 167, 
his LDL is 90, his HDL is 71, 
and his triglycerides are 29!

He has never been on statin 
drugs. His only med is lisino- 
pril for slightly high blood 
pressure. 

What I am _ concerned 
about is a CT scan done as 
part of a study we participat- 
ed in. My husband’s results 
have mentioned calcification 
of heart arteries over the 
years, and the most recent 
says he has “SEVERE calcifi- 
cation of coronary arteries.” 
I want him to go to a cardiol- 
ogist, but his family doc says 
that this is not a problem and 
as long as he keeps his blood 
pressure low, he can live a 
long time with this. He is sat- 
isfied with that answer. 

I’m really anxious to hear 
your thoughts about him 
needing to see a specialist. I 
hope you will be able to shed 
some light on the calcification 
and the reason why it hap- 
pens with such good choles- 
terol readings--- D.B. 

ANSWER: There are sev- 
eral important lessons in your 
story. 

The most important is that a 
poor diet increases the risk for 
heart disease even in a person 
with normal or good choles- 
terol results. Of people with a 
heart attack, 21% had choles- 
terol levels that would not trig- 
ger treatment with a statin drug. 
I suspect, but can’t be sure, that 
your husband has blockages in 
his coronary arteries; the se- 
vere calcification of the coro- 
nary arteries is an indicator that 
it is very likely. 

I would add my recommen- 
dation to yours that your hus- 
band see a cardiologist. He has 
a LOT of work to do at improv- 
ing his diet, he is drinking more 
alcohol than recommended and 
because of the coronary artery 
calcification, I suspect his new 
cardiologist would be strongly 
considering medication treat- 
ment to reduce heart disease 
risk.

training to support offshore 
wind projects. 

“The South Coast of 
Massachusetts has the po- 
tential to be a hub of wind 
energy for the region, and 
we must act decisively to re- 
alize that potential. But we 
cannot be successful if we 
don’t have the infrastructure 
or the skilled workers need- 
ed to support the industry,” 
he said. 

“That is why the House’s 
budget will commit $10 
million to the Massachu- 
setts Clean Energy Center 
to prioritize the job training 
programs that will supply 
the imminent offshore wind 
construction boom.” 

In addition, Mariano said 
he would work to provide 
funding for port facilities 
that would be involved in 
the offshore projects. 

“Massachusetts was 
ahead of its time when we 
funded the construction of 
the New Bedford Marine 
Commerce Terminal, the 
only port dedicated exclu- 
sively to offshore wind con- 


struction. But our competi- 
tors are catching up. If we 
want to maintain our edge in 
this fast-growing industry, 
we must continue to invest 
in our port infrastructure,” 
he stated. 

“I. will work this session 
to authorize a large-scale 
bonding effort to establish 
the South Coast of Massa- 
chusetts as a regional hub 
of the offshore wind energy 
industry.” 

Mariano compared the 
proposed investment in 
wind energy to the state’s 
prior investments in the life 
sciences. 

“It was not too long ago 
that Massachusetts made an 
ambitious investment in an- 
other industry: the life sci- 
ences. Now, the Boston area 
is known the world-over for 
its biopharmaceutical _ in- 
novations and is home to a 
company that has brought us 
one of the pandemic-ending 
vaccines,” he said, referring 
to Moderna, the Cambridge- 
based company that was 
among the first to develop a 
COVID-19 vaccine. 


“We must pursue the 
same strategy to make Mas- 
sachusetts the leader of our 
clean energy future.” 

In addition to pledging 
support for sports betting 
and wind power, Mariano 
said the state also needs a 
skill credential program to 
benefit workers. 

“For decades we have 
talked about the importance 
of reemployment of dis- 
placed workers, job readi- 
ness programs, and the need 
to better align those pro- 
grams with our workforce 
needs,” he said. “I believe 
that a comprehensive skill 
credentialing system will 
help us solve this persistent 
problem. 

“Skill credentialing pro- 
vides a standardized way 
to verify that a person has 
achieved competency in a 
particular skill. Gone are 
the days’ where workers 
will shop résumés to poten- 
tial employers listing just 
their job history and work 
experiences. Employers 
want to know what skills a 
candidate has, and jobseek- 


ers want to feel empowered 
by what they can bring to 
the table. This will take the 
guesswork out of the hiring 
process and will give work- 
ers the type of education 
that fit their needs.” 

Skill credentialing, the 
speaker continued, will 
benefit those residents who 
chose not to go to college. 

“Traditional degree pro- 
grams don’t work for ev- 
eryone. Skill credentialing 
has the promise of provid- 
ing living wages and strong 
careers for those that choose 
not to go to a two- or four- 
year college. If we do noth- 
ing, people will seek these 
educational opportunities 
from a patchwork of unreg- 
ulated, online providers,” 
Mariano said. 

“A skill credentialing 
system will also benefit our 
highly educated workforce 
whose careers in cutting- 
edge fields demand con- 
tinued refinement of their 
skills. We are living in the 
age of acceleration, where 
the rate of progress in sci- 
ence and technology and our 
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Bay State Could Be Wind Powerhouse, Mariano Says 


increasing connectivity, out- 
pace our ability to keep up. 
Skill credentialing is a way 
of recognizing and reward- 
ing this need to be lifelong 
learners.” 

To ensure all residents 
can take advantage of such 
programs, Mariano said all 
residents must have access 
to high-speed internet. 

“We must ensure there is 
equitable access to the chan- 
nels that convey all this new 
information and opportuni- 
ties. Before the pandemic 
hit, many of us believed 
broadband access and the 
lack of high-speed internet 
was a problem confined to 
the most rural corners of our 
State,” he stated. 

“But our dependence on 
the internet to work, go to 
school, and stay connected 
during the pandemic has 
shone a spotlight on the lack 
of access by many in our 
most densely populated ur- 
ban centers. I am committed 
to increasing broadband af- 
fordability across the board. 
And we can do that by en- 
couraging competition, and 


subsidizing access for low- 
income residents.” 

At the close of his re- 
marks to the Greater Boston 
Chamber, Mariano asked 
that the business commu- 
nity keeps an open mind as 
lawmakers continue to ad- 
dress the obstacles facing 
the state. 

“These - are ambitious 
goals, and much will de- 
pend on our financial reality, 
but they are goals I believe 
I share with the business 
community. When I asked 
my colleagues for their sup- 
port to become speaker, | 
had a simple message: my 
door is open. I promised 
them that I would be a will- 
ing partner, with an open 
mind,” Mariano said. 

“I ask that the business 
community extend the same 
approach to me, and each 
of the 160 Members of the 
House, as we continue to 
work together to overcome 
the challenges Massachu- 
setts faces. 

“Thank you, and I look 
forward to our continued 
partnership.”

Said. 

“At that time, the district 
closed a number of elemen- 
tary schools and unfortu- 
nately was laying off quite a 
few educators. It did prompt 
them to reorganize,” she 
said. 

“There was some discus- 
sion in the notes about there 
being special considerations 
for students ages 11 to 14,” 
Perkins added, referring to 
School Committee meetings 
held at that time, “but other 
than that the original reason 
was because of Proposition 
2 1/2 and the school clo- 
sures.” 

Fifth graders moved 
from Clifford Marshall to 
Point Webster in 2000, be- 
cause of space issues inside 
the latter building, Perkins 
said. Fifth graders moved 
from Lincoln-Hancock to 
the then Sterling Middle 
School about a decade later 
for the same reason. Sterling 
has since been replaced by 
South West. 

Fifth grade students at 
the two middle schools pre- 
viously followed a middle 
school schedule, Perkins 
said, meaning they only had 
two early release days each 
month. They are now fol- 
lowing an elementary sched- 
ule this school year amid the 
pandemic, with one early 
release day each week, and 
Perkins said administrators 
will recommend they con- 
tinue to do so in the future. 

The assistant superin- 
tendent said fifth graders at 


the two middle schools both... 


have limited interactions 
with older students during 
the school day. At South 
West, she said the only po- 
tential time they have to 
intermingle with older stu- 
dents is when they leave the 
classroom to see a special- 
ist, like physical education. 
At Point Webster, she said 
the potential interaction 
changes each year; this year, 
there is a brief overlap be- 
tween fifth and sixth grade 
recess. 

Both middle schools also 
have clubs and activities for 
fifth graders only, Perkins 
added, though some clubs 
include students at all grade 
levels. 

Perkins noted that both 
Clifford Marshall and Lin- 
coln-Hancock are Title | 
schools but said Title I ser- 
vices are focused on kin- 
dergarten to grade 3. The 
district does, however, use 
Title I funding to provide 
fifth graders at the two mid- 
dle schools with additional 
after school activities, Per- 
kins said. 

Middle school lunches 
cost more than elementary 
school lunches - $3 com- 
pared to $2.50 — Perkins 
said, and Clifford Marshall 
and Lincoln-Hancock both 
previously qualified as CEP 
schools, meaning lunch was 
made available for free to 
all students. Point Webster 
and South West will qualify 
as CEP schools starting next 
school year. (The district is 
able to offer all meals for 
free this year amid the pan- 
demic.) 


Perkins said students at 
South West have access to 
the parks on site, as well as 
the nearby Kincaide Field, 
which was recently reno- 
vated. Mulvey, the superin- 
tendent, said Mayor Thomas 
Koch and Commissioner of 
Public Buildings Paul Hines 
are committed to improv- 
ing the grounds at Point 
Webster, which are mostly 
asphalt. 

“They are in agreement 
to address this issue,” Mul- 
vey said. “I believe Mr. 
Hines will be working with 
Woodard & Curran, an ar- 
chitectural firm, to take a 
look at that space and see 
what we can do with regard 
to putting in a play area and 
perhaps also a_ basketball 
court area to make it more 
suitable and much more 
beneficial for our students 
outside.” 

Following Perkins’ pre- 
sentation, Perdios said she 
still had a number of con- 
cerns about having the fifth 
graders in middle schools. 
While those students will 
be eligible for free lunches 
next year based on the CEP 
designation, Perdios said 
that is subject to change on 
a yearly basis, for example. 
In addition, she said the fifth 
graders do have chances to 
interact with older students 
before and after school and 
are at times exposed to more 
mature topics, like vaping or 
edible marijuana, that don’t 
happen in elementary build- 
ings. 

Perdios, who is from 
Quincy Point, said her main 
concern is that students miss 


out on a final year of el- 
ementary school if they start 
middle school in grade 5. 

“Every school in our dis- 
trict is nurturing, so don’t 
get me wrong when I say 
this, but elementary schools 
are home. They are the first 
place your kid goes in the 
system and it is where they 
become who they are,” she 
said. 

“Having that one extra 
year to get a little more in- 
dependence, a little more 
confidence, a little more ma- 


turity before we shove them 
into middle school where 
they have to deal with so 
much is just different and 
it is a different experience 
for those kids and I see it — I 
see it in my kids and I see 
it in my kids’ friends versus 
other parts of the city. It’s 
just something that exists, 
and we accept it, but it is not 
OK.” 

Lebo, who had asked for 
the update about the fifth 
graders, said it is important 


that the district works to 
make the situation more eg- 
uitable. 

“T think we have done a 
lot and we continue to do 
a lot to make this more eq- 
uitable, but it is not equita- 
ble,” she said. “I think some 
of the things that we heard 
tonight are going to make it 
more equitable. 

“IT think we have to stay 
on it all the time until we 
can find some other solu- 
tion.”
